This being 
my Cafe, 1 defire you'd anfwer me thele tollowing 
Queftions relating unzo it. 

1, Whether I am not to expel fome Temporal Judgment 
for the repeated Violation of thoje Vows, which I've made 
at the Sacrament in fo folemn a Manner ? 

2. Wheiber, confidering bow highly I offend God by tte 
breach of them, I were net better forbear receiving the 
Sacrament any more, till 1 fiad my felf better able to per- 
form ibole Vows I there make, than ftil 10 make new 
Vows, and /lill break them? 

3. What Method you'd Advife, in Order to perform what 
I’ve fooften vainly premis'd ? 

Anfw. Firft to your Suppofition, of Prafices not di- 

vetily Criminal, and yet not Lawful, we know not what 
to make on't, for if unlawful, certainly they are Cri- 
minal, unlels by direflly Criminal, you mean highly Cri- 
sae, which dre fuficiently different one from ano- 
ther. 
To the firft Queftion, Temporal Fudgments, we con- 
fefs are tender Points, and nothing more frequent and 
eafic than to everfhoos in difcourfing of them. However 
thus much is certain, that the Propbanation of the Sccra- 
ment, ( join'd with chat of the Hely Place, wherein ‘twas 
receiv’d ) was feverely punith’d by Temporal Calamities 
in the Apeflelical Ages ; tor this Caufe tome were Sick 
and Weak, and fallen afleep, as the Apoftle himfelf 
tells us. Now all chofe things were written for our 
Example (as well as thofe that went before ) and if 
we are guilty of the fame or the like Sims, we may ra- 
tionally expect the fame or che like Punifhment. Tho’ 
this is more fure, that every Sin, much more {uch 
Notorious and Repeated Breach of fuch Solemn Hews, de- 
ferve Divine Vengeance, not only Temporal, but Eternal, 
and fince they deferve it, will be punifhed with it, with- 
out Repentance. 

2. Tothe Second, Whether you were not better forbear 
the Sacrament, shan approach it again, and make new 
Vows, before you bave better perform’d the ell. We An- 
iwer, we think not that you ought not to /tay away, 
any more chan a Sick Perion to defift taking a mof 
excellent Remedy, becaufe he does not find it operate 
at che firft raking, or the difeafe recurns again, after 
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he has ps'd it. Since the Secrament is noe 
ed to have it’s principal Vertue in Confirming iy 
Refelutfons, but has, as well as the Word, bees ing 
mental in Corverting Sinners from their Wicked Z; 
3. To the Laft, Befices what's already faid, obfery, 
what have been the occafioss of your former Etrone 
and carefully avoid them, which if it can’t be done 
in your preent Circumftances. alter them, and ¢
